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Play To The Whistle

Play to the whistle. That was one of 
the first instructions we were all given 
when we started playing competitive 
Soccer. It is still a most important 
instruction. 


Sometimes, of course, it is not always 
possible. Very often the referee does not 
use his whistle. That’s when confusion 
comes in. 


Take the strange events in the closing 
minutes last Sunday when St. George 
played Marconi. 


With just three minutes to go, a Marconi raid ended in an offside decision. 
St. George took the free kick. Or did they? | still don’t really know. 


Robbie O’Shea kicked a short ball to Doug Utjesenovic. Berti Mariani decided 
to nip in and get the ball. With goalkeeper Mike Fraser hopelessly out of position, 
Mariani slotted a shot into Saints net and Marconi had drawn the game 1 - 1. 


You could have cut the atmosphere in the St. George dressing room afterwards. 
Players complained bitterly that the free kick. had not been taken. They said 
O’Shea was merely giving the ball to Utjesenovic for the kick to be taken when 
Mariani popped up. 

Referee Bill Jones refused to listen. He claimed the kick had been taken. And 
there was nothing wrong with the goal. 


A strange business indeed. The referee did not blow his whistle for the free 
kick to be taken. But he doesn’t have to. A signal from his hand is enough to 
restart play. 


According to the Laws of the Game, the ref did nothing wrong. Neither did 
Berti Mariani. And I’m willing to believe the St. George players were sincere 
when they claimed they had not actually taken the free kick. 


Play to the whistle? As I said, it is still a good instruction to give all players. 
In last Sunday’s circumstances, however, it did not apply. 


Perhaps it might be a good idea if the PSL told referees to always use the 
whistle to restart play — excluding throw-ins. 


/ see no reason why this should not be done. It wouldn’t do any harm. And 
it would do much good if it helped prevent the sort of confusion we saw in the 
87th minute of the St. George v Marconi match..

Gutendorf for Under 19 national team duty. Started his Soccer career with Adamstown 
Rosebuds at the age of 10. Born in Yugoslavia. Favourite foreign player.....Franz Beckenbauer. 
IAN CALLAGHAN: forward. One of the world’s great stars, Callaghan surely needs no 
introduction. As a member of the fabulous Liverpool team in England, Callaghan won just 
about every honour in Soccer. Plays his last match for Canberra against Marconi before 
returning to England. 

IVAN GRUICIC: midfield. Has played for several clubs in NSW and Victoria and also in his 
Croatian home land. Age 29, Gruicic has a variety of “‘likes’’ including TV’s Big Match, 
disco music, John Wayne, Sophia Loren and...... cutting the grass! 

TERRY BYRNE: centre-forward. Born 20 years ago in Manchester, Byrne arrived in Canberra 
18 months ago to join the PSL. Played in England for Preston North End, 1976-77. 
Dangerous goalscorer, with three goals in his last three matches. 

JOHN DAVIES: midfield. Born 22 years ago in Liverpool, Davies is on Rudi Gutendorf's 
short list for the 1981 World Cup eliminations.

Also 
plays Rugby Union. Previous clubs, Monaro and Suva, Fiji. 

ISSAC FARRELL: midfield. Joined Canberra City this season from Scottish Soccer. Age 21. 
Was with the famous Glasgow Rangers 1973-75 and with Motherwell from 1975 to 1977. 
ROY STARK: centre-half. This 25 year old Englishman started his career 10 years ago with 
Aston Villa. After six years with Villa, moved to Hong Kong Soccer. Transferred to Canberra 
City for start of PSL in April 1977. Enjoys playing water polo. 

JOHN BROWN: centre-half. A 30 year-old Scot, Brown is captain of the team. Played with 
several Scottish clubs, including St. Mirren, Hearts and Berwick Rangers. Joined Canberra 
from East London (South Africa). Represented Scotland Youth XI in 1965. 

JIM CANT: defender or midfield. Played for Scottish side, Heart of Midlothian 1971-1977 
and was then brought to Canberra. An engineer by profession, Cant is 25. Favourite sport 
after Soccer is squash.
